Denver, Colo, March 1C>—From 40 


to •">() passengers were killed or roast- 
ed alhe after a collision between two 
passenger trains on the Denver and 
Itlo Grande road, this morning. ' The 
trains, one of them a double header, 
met on a curve near Florenco,~In the 
Arkansas valley, 140 miles from Den- 
ver. 


Immediately after the collision the 


wreckage took fire antf the

General Manager Ridgway was last

snow blockades which have tied up 
portions of the Rio Grande 
In the 


last few days In that section. 


News of the shocking disaster was 


telephoned to him and he at once left 
for the wreck on a special which had 
orders not to wait for anything. 


From the details at hand the wreck 


near Portland is the worst that has 
happened in the whole country since 
the accident at^den, north of Pueblo 
nearly two years ago, when 123 peo- 
ple were drowned 
by a passenger 


train plunging into a flooded stream, 
the bridge over 
which 
had 
been 


weakened by the flood. 


The wreck occurred at Adobe Sta- 


tion, four miles east of Florence dur- 
ing a terrific blizzard and was due, it 
is claimed to miscarriage of orders, 
either by the dispatchers at Salida or 
those at Pueblo. The trains were run- 
ning at great speed. 


Engineer William Hollls ot No. 15_ 


and Engineer Wm. Consullette 6?~NTo. 
3, are among the dead. 


The fireman on No. 16 was also 


killed, but Fireman J. H. Smith of 
No. 3 escaped by jumping, being bad- 
ly hurt.

- Express Messenger McCartland, of 
Denver, on No. 10, was badly injured. 
He was caught under the wreckage 
and burned to death while his people 
stood helplessly by. Some tried 
to 


stop the flames by throwing snow on 
the poor man, but 
he finally suc- 


cumbed. * 


The majority of the dead were pas- 


sengers in the forward coach of No. 
3. How they met their fate will nev- 
er be known as this car together with 
'ten others, was entirely consumed by 
fire which started within two minutes 
after the engines came together. 


A dozen injured 
were rushed to 


Pueblo on a relief train. 


The scene at the wreck, after the 


cars began to burn, are too horrible 
almost to describe. One man, badly 
hurt, was pinioned under an
